The rustlei opirates 
a truck and carries a gun. His object is meat, not cattle on the hoot And 


o ik dead steer will pay handsomely for a night's operations. 
Cattle men in the western states are alarm ed by th e increasing 
oaring and scope ot the rustlers depredations. Om* producer lost eleven 
cows in one night. The thief > truck tires left no trail on the hard state 
roads. And markets foi disposing of this kind of loot are noT hard to 
find. There ar* 
m any m arkets for m eat where its past history is not 
inquired into 
Abuses of this kind are almost inevitable when shortage, in food­ 
stuffs exist. T h e producei is up against a serious problem because his 
m argin of profit is small a n d the job of pat|oIling roads and ranges is a 
difficult one He has one advantage that the old-time ranchei lacked 
a well-organized system of law and order to which he can appeal.

All Slaughterers 
Must Be Licensed 


Food 
Administrator 
Wickard 
Issues Mandatory Orders 
On Slaughterers

WASHINGTON. March 5 — Food 
Administrator Wickard today aug­ 
mented OPA’s new retail pork price 
ceilings with m andatory orders that 
all livestock slaughterers must 
be 
licensed as part 
of the national 
j m eat control program designed to 
: prevent black market operations. 
At the same time. Wickard a n ­ 
nounced that consideration is being 
given to the possibility of tem porar­ 
ily increasing certain local civilian 
ales quotas in deficit meat produc­ 
ing areas 
The food adm inistrator outlined 
: three phases of the meat control 
program covered in today's orders: 
j 
1. All livestock slaughterers, in­ 
cluding farmers and local butchers, 
| to o p e r a t e under a slaughter permit 
system and to stamp their permit 
number at least once on each whole­ 
sale cut of meat. 
2. All livestock dealers to obtain 
permits to buy and sell livestock and 
i to keep complete records of their 
operations. 
3. All ¿slaughters operating under 
federal inspection to set aside for 
war uses designated percentages of 
their production, 
Wickard said the permits will be 
available by March 22 and will 
is­ 
sued by county departm ent of agri­ 
cultural war boards and local agri­ 
culture offices. 
Thepermit 
order 
becomes effective April 1, while the 
i ‘'set-aside” orders goes into effect 
immediately.
